decision reached by the state depart­ 
m ent or by the council of foreign am ­ 
bassadors in Peking. 
It was intimated th at a determ in­ 
ation on the part of the Peking coun­ 
cil contem plating concerted action 
by the foreign powers against

bandits 
would 
cause 
no 
surprise 
her**. 
While the situation was under dis­ 
cussion further 
official 
advices re­ 
garding the incident received at the 
state departm ent confirmed the re­ 
port that Miss Lucy Aldrich, Miss Mc- 
F&dden and Schonberg had been re­ 
leased.

prisoner, and was at liberty on $7,- 
300 bond. 
H. H. Rowland, a farm er 
north of Columbia, was arrested Sat­ 
urday when he gave himself up to 
the sheriff on an indictment charg­ 
ing him with obstructing an officer. 
He was released on $3,000 bend.

WASHINGTON, May 7.—The su­ 
preme court held a special session to­ 
day to hear argum ent in a case in­ 
volving the right of national banks 
to establish 
branches 
and 
the en- 
forcability of state laws prohibiting 
such branches. 
The case reached the court on an 
appeal brought by the First National 
Bank of St. Louis to have reviewed 
the decision of the Missouri court up­ 
holding the law of that state prohibit­ 
ing branch 
banks. 
Eleven 
states, 
Arkansas, 
Connecticut, 
Illinois, In­ 
diana, 
Iowa, 
Kansas, 
Minnesota, 
North Dakota South Dakota, W ash­ 
ington and Wisconsin, were permit­ 
ted by the court as friends to inter­ 
vene and 
file 
briefs. 
All 
of 
the 
states have laws prohibiting branch 
banking, some of the laws also apply­ 
ing to state banks. 
They expressed 
apprehension that branch banking by 
national banks would gradually re­ 
sult in the elimination of state banks. 
The First National Bank insisted 
in its argum ent that national banks 
are not subject to restriction in the 
m atter of their rights and powers by 
state laws, but, being chartered by 
the federal government, are in such 
m atters solely under the jurisdiction 
of the federal government. It denied 
that the federal status prohibited na 
tional 
banks 
from 
establishing 
branches, and asserted that the acts 
of congress conferring jurisdiction 
upon 
state 
courts 
over 
actions 
against 
national 
banking 
associa­ 
tions did not give the state or her 
authority to interfere iii m atters af­ 
fecting the administration of such in­ 
stitutions. 
The federal, and not state laws, 
m ust govern in 
such 
m atters 
as 
those presented in the pending case, 
the bank insisted, arguing that the 
comptroller of the currency and not 
the attorney general of a state was 
(he official to determine when a na­ 
tional bank had exceeded the author­ 
ity conferred upon it by its federal 
charter. 
The state of Missouri, in its argu­ 
ment pointed out that 
George 
W. 
W ick e rh a m as attorney general of 
the United States, had in 1911, de­ 
livered an opinion holding that na­ 
tional banks were restricted to one 
building in carrying on their banking 
business. 
Asserting that this wa3 
the last official declaration 
by the 
federal government on the subject, 
the state declared that the comptroll­ 
er of the currency, by declining 
to 
enforce his circular 
issued 
August 
13, 1922, in which it w*as announced 
that no national bank would be per­ 
mitted 
to 
establish 
branches 
in 
states which did not 
perm it 
state 
banks to do so, it had compelled it 
to take action in the matter. 
Insist­ 
ing that branch banking by national 
banks was unauthorized and illegal 
under federal banking laws, the state 
contended th at 
inasmuch 
as 
such 
practice also was prohibited 
under 
its statutes, it had the right to en­ 
force the prohibition.

resistance in the Ruhr ceases. 
Surprise is expressed at the Ger­ 
man pretensions, which, the 
note 
says, would mean the tearing up the 
Versailles treaty. 
In the final para- 
gray h, it rem arks: 
“The 
German 
government, if it will only look Into 
it own heart, will not be astonished 
that such a bargain 
should be re­ 
fused.” 
After mentioning 
several objec­ 
tions to the German proposals, 
the 
not says: “The French and Belgian 
governments should add 
that 
the 
present proposition of Germany 
is 
altogether unacceptable from several 
points of view. 
Germany’s 
offer 
docs not represent even 
one-fourth 
the reparations commission and rec­ 
ognized by Germany as the amount 
of her debt to the allies. France and 
Belgium have declared 
on several 
occasions, and they are led to re­ 
peat now*, they cannot accept a redue 
lion of their own shares 
and, 
al­ 
though they are ready to offset them 
with intcr-allicd 
debts, 
they 
are 
ob’iged to collect the remainder to 
repair the terrible disaster the Ger 
man invasion inflicted upon the two 
countries.” 
It was announced first

note would be delivered last night, 
but the British ambassador asked for 
delay. 
France and 
Belgium

plied by giving England one day to 
think over the note, but with no ex­ 
pectation the English would finally

The note condemns

THE UNDERPAID FARMER. 


The United States Department of Agri­ 
culture recently compiled a survey of over 
6.000 representative farms in an effort to 
ascertain what return the average Ameri­ 
can farmer gets from his invested capital. 
The results are not only interesting, but in­ 
structive, especially in view of the recent 
supreme court decision which affirms the 
principle ‘That legisation which precludes 
a fair return on the investment which it af­ 
fects is confiscatory and unconstitutional.” 
The Department 
of 
Agriculture finds 
that the average invested capital of these 
6.000 farms is $16,400. 
The average 
return 
on this capital in 
cash was only ^71,500— less than 4.5 per 
cent. 
That return, however, does not include 
one dollar for his labor. 
To get the less 
than 4.5 per cent on his investment he has 
had to work for nothing. 
He has had, 
however, 
an increase of 
$202 in inventories, crops, live stock and 
machinery, which makes his total gross 
earning on his investment a little less than 
6 per cent. 
Estimating the value of his labor at the 
figures decided 
upon by three 
different 
surveys, as to how much is requested to 
support a family and live decently without 
saving a dollar, he should be credited with 
$1,900 per year in additon to his gross re­ 
turn on his 
invested 
capital. 
From this 
might be deducted the $294 which the de­ 
partment reports show’ was the value of 
food and fuel consumed on the farm. 
Putting the 6,000 farms on the same fin­ 
ancial basis with the New York Telephone 
Company, or the railroads which are guar­ 
anteed 5.5'per cent on their stock (watered 
or otherwise), the farm as a commercial 
enterprise, is losing over $1,500 per year. 
This may explain the cause of nearly thir­ 
teen thousand millions of dollars of indebt­ 
edness recorded against American farms 
and farmers. 
Legislation that permits a charge of 9 per 
cent interest to the farmers for the use of 
government 
money, 
together with high 
freight rates, might be construed as “con­ 
fiscatory”— when 
viewed 
from the fact 
that the gross cash earning will not pay it. 
The supreme court decision, in the case 
of Prendergast 
vs. New York Telephone 
Company, will also have the effect of book­ 
ing the “Farm Bloc” in the proposed pro­ 
gram to lower railroad rates, and it will ef­ 
fect legislation in nearly every state and 
city. 
Following this line of argument to its 
logical conclusion, the day may come when 
professional people, 
school 
teachers and 
superintendents, printers 
and 
preachers, 
engineers and skilled mechanics, will capi­ 
talize the money and years of time spent 
in preparing 
themselves, 
and demand a 
fair return on that investment in addition 
to a reasonable w age or overhead expense. 
The knowledge 
acquired 
after years of 
study and expense certainly becomes in­ 
vested capital— at least as much as a piece 
of inanimate machinery, or a mine mule.

GERMANY'S OF FER.

“If you evacuate the Ruhr at once, we 
will pay you 30,000,000,000 gold marks, if 
I we 
can 
borrow

That variation of the old “if we had some 
(ham” story comes close to summing up the 
latest German reparations offer as report­ 
ed from Berlin. 
Any settlement is chim­ 
erical when based 
on a big international 
loan to Germany. 
In the present state of 
! Germany’s finances and the unsettled con- 
: dition of European politics, it can’t be done. 
Nevertheless, if France 
wants repara­ 
tions, this offer furnishes the basis of nego­ 
tiations. 
It puts Germany on record as 
walling to pay thirty billion gold marks in 
addition to past payments, and to allow’ an 
I international commission of experts to de­ 
term ine w’hether Germany can or should 
pay more than that. 
Also, it pledges pay- 
j ments “in kind” without reference to any 
international loan. 
With such a start, France can secure re­ 
parations if she wants them enough to be 
| willing to take her hands off the industrial 
; throat of Germany— the Ruhr. 
Two features w’ere withdrawn from the 
German offer as it w’as first drafted. These 
were a pledge to keep 
the 
peace 
with 
France for ninety-nine years, and an agree­ 
ment to give foreign subscribers to the 30,- 
! 000,000,000 mark loan a mortgage on the 
state railroads of Germany. 
The peace pledge w’ould have had some 


I moral value, but not for ninety-nine years. 
No German government could possibly 
pledge, effectively that war would not be 
w’aged by German soldiers born in the year 
: 2000 A. D., or 1950, either, for that matter. 
Pledges of peace are the pledge of the gen­ 
eration making them. 
So there is more 
j practical value in the “Bryan treaty” pro­ 
posal which Germany makes, for a year’s 


I investigation of any dispute between the 
two countries before war is declared. 
The suggested mortgage on the railroads 
i is perhaps held back as possible trading 
material. 
But it would have little value. 
The railroads of Germany w’ould be w orth 
nothing to outside holders of a mortgage 
| unless Germany chose to honor the mort­ 
gage. 
If Germany w’ould honor the mort­ 
gage, she w ould honor the debt. 
Suppose 
there should be a foreclosure. How’ would 
;the railroads be operated? 
By an army, as 
France is operating the Ruhr? 
That w’ould 
be a costly business. 
The essentials of a real reparation set­ 
tlement are— a fair, definitely fixed total 
sum 
payable; 
the 
heaviest 
payments, 
mainly in goods, that Germany can make. 
With these agreed to, and German pro­ 
duction restored, there will be no need to 
worry about loans or mortgages on loans. 
But France will never agree to anything 
of the sort unless she has some assurance 
of 
protection 
against 
Germany. 
The 
“Bryan treaty” is not enough. It could too 
easily become a “scrap of paper.” 
When General Hindenburg said to Cap­ 
tain McMahon of the United States army, 
as reported in The Star yesterday, that his 
dearest wish w’as that he “might again take 
up arms against France,” he revealed the 
difficulty of reaching 
a 
peaceful settle­ 
ment. 
No matter who is to blame for w’hat 
exists, there is no remedy except through 
the pressure of world forces, to preserve 
France from 
Germany, 
and to preserve 
Germany from France. 
There must be a 
general agreement, as the alternative to a 
new war.

themselves, 
which 
helped 
Rome. 


Julius Caesar is the most famous 
Roman 
general. 
He 
led 
armies 
against the “barbarians’* of northern 
France and against nations in the 
east. 
Caesar was killed because he 
was suspected of wanting to become 
emperor of Rome. 


The death of Caesar, however, did 
not keep the republic from coming to 
an end. 
The first emperor was call­ 
ed Augustus Caesar. 
(Caesar was 
pronounced like “kaiser” ; the title 
of “czar” also from Caesar.) 


While Augustus was ruling, one 
country he thought little about 
the 
scene of an event whidh was to have 
great influence on 
Europe. 
That 
country was Palestine, and it was 
ruled by Rome. 
The event was the 
birth of Jesus of Nazareth, The Ro 


mans heard nothing about it at the 
time. 


After Augustus another emperor 
ruled, then another and another. The 
nation was never a republic 
again. 
Some of the emperors 
were 
good 
men, others were very bad. We shall 
speak of a few of them in time to 
come. 


It was the habit of emperors 
to 
have their “pictures” put on coins. 
No doubt the likeness was usually 
very poor, but there was supposed 
to be honor in it anyway.

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troduction to gardens and which has 
been seized upon for greenhouse dec­ 
oration and for cut flowers is the 
annual statice or sea lavender. Un­ 
der greenhouse cultivation It throws 
up immense stems of its peculiarly 
branching clusters of cup-shaped lav­ 
ender, rose, white and pale yellow' 
flowers. 
The remarkable quality 
of 
this 
plant is that its flower clusters dry 
for winter boquets remarkably well. 
They have been a feature of flower 
shows and cut-flower 
window 
dis­ 
plays all winter both freshly cut and 
dried. 
The catalogues list them 
among 
annuals as Statice sinuata, in three 
colors, and Statice Bonduelli, which 
is the pale yellow form. They are al­ 
most identical in growth. They come 
from the shores of the Mediterran­ 
ean* the sinuata varieties 
from the 
European 
shores 
and 
the 
yellow 
from theAlgerian coast. 
They form rosettes of leaves upon 
the ground, and from the center 
of 
these rosettes the flow'er stems with 
their clouds of small blooms arise.

CRISIS DEVELOPS IN 
ATHLETIC EVENTS 


By the Associated Presa. 
PARIS May 6 .—Participating in 
the international 
students’ 
athletic 
meet being held nere under the aus­ 
pices of the International Confeder­ 
ation of Students and under direct 
management of the Paris University 
Club, Charles Paddox, the American 
sprinter, has created a delicate situa­ 
tion in international amateur athle­ 
tics. threatening seriously the elim­ 
ination of some 
of 
France’s 
and 
America’s best college athletes from 
next year’s 
Olympic 
games if 
an 
agreement is not reached. 
So serious did the French athlete 
authorities consider the situation to­ 
day that they requested the Ameri­ 
can ambassador, Myron T. Herrick, 
to communicate with the American 
am ateur athletic 
union, 
which dis­ 
qualified Paddock so far as the pres­ 
ent meet is concerned, in an effort 
to avoid further trouble. 
In conse­ 
quence the ambassador sent a cable 
message suggesting that the A. A. 
U., rescind its disqualification order 
and give Paddox permission to con­ 
tinue in the m eet 
W hen the A. A. U., cabled that par­ 
ticipation 
by 
the 
sprinter 
would 
bring his disqualification from future 
events, the French athletic federa­ 
tion, the A. A. U.'s sister organiza­ 
tion in France, notified the authori­ 
ties of the Paris University Club that 
the meet would not be sanctioned if 
Paddox was to run. 
It did not state 
with regard to the French athletes 
however, what action would be taken 
who participated, 
but 
inferentially 
threatened their disqualification. 
Such action, If carried out, would 
mean the elimination from the Olym 
pie games of more than a hundred 
French athletes, among them the na­ 
tion's best amateurs.

FOR BETTER ROADS

CHICAGO, 
May 
7.—M ort 
than 
$180,000,000 will be spent on making 
new public highways or im p ro vin g 
old ones this year in eight of the 
central states, according to a survey 
of figures furnished by state officials 
in Illinois, Indiana, Kansas, Ken­ 
tucky, Michigan, Missouri, Oklahoma 
and Texas. 
The mileage of new and improved 
highways that are now being built or 
for which contracts have been let or 
will be let amount to 9,464. 
These 
slates and the 
counties 
composing 
them will furnish $149,775,000 while 
the government will contribute $31,- 
385,000, making the actual figure to 
be expended on this work $181,160,- 
000. 
In the matter of actual cash now 
being expended and alloted to be ex­ 
pended, Missouri leads with $46,600,- 


0 0 0 . Missouri now has 1,377 miles of 
good roads and expects to increase 
this to the extent of 1,341 miles by 
December 31, 1923. 
Texas leads in mileage of new and 
improved roads to be laid this year 
with an even 5,000 miles. This state 
will expend $35,500,000 of state and 
county money and $4,500,000 of gov­ 
ernment funds, making the grand to­ 
tal 
$40,000,000 for improved road 
work. 
Illinois ranks third among th esi 
states in both mileage to be laid and 
money to be expended. One thousand 
and twelve miles are to be laid and 
$28,000,000 Is to be spent in laying 
them before the end of the year. 
Of the other five states, the Kansas 
program calls for 300 miles of im­ 
proved highways and $19,085,000 has 
been alloted for the work.
